The  town  is  very  pleasantly  situated  on  the  chalk  in  the  Wylye  Valley  at  the 
South  Western  edge  of  Salisbury  Plain.  The  School  of  Infantry  Training  is  well  concealed 
with  the  district  boundaries  and  does  not  obtrude  on  the  landscape.  Large  R.E.M.E. 
establishments  provide  much  employment  as  do  other  motor  engineering  works.  Other 
industries  include  show  component  factories,  glove  factories,  printing  works  (including 
production  of  greeting  cards),  pottery  works,  furniture  manufacturers  and  a  banana 
storage,  ripening  and  distribution  centre.

This  hospital 
also  holds  anti-anthrax  serun  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatnent  of  patients 
sensitive  to  penicillin.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  informs  me  that  an  omission  has 
been  discovered  in  the  vaccination  statistics  notified  to  him,  as  a 
result  of  which  there  is  an  error  in  his  Annual  Report  in  respect 
of  this  urban  district  for  1968. 

At  page  13  of  that  report,  the  primary  vaccination  of  children 
aged  between  one  and  two  years  is  stated  to  be  nil.  The  actual  number 
of  vaccinations  in  this  category,  as  now  notified,  was  100,  making

Water  to  the  urban  district  is  supplied  by  the  West  Wilts  -later  Board 
from  sources  at  A;v  hill  in  the  urban  district,  Upton  Scudamore  in  the  Warminster 
and  Westbury  rural  district,  Burtonfield,  Here  and  Dunkerton,  Maiden  Bradley  in 
the  Mere  and  Tisbury  rural  district. 


Supplies  have  been  sufficient  in  quantity.  The  Engineer's  report  shows 
that  34,402,000  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  urban  district  for  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  I960,  a  daily  equivalent  of  94,000  gallons. 


All  occupied  duollinghouses  in  the  urban  district  receive  a  supply  from 
the  Water  Board's  mins.
